Who doth ſuch eminent favours afford

Him warſhip and obey with thankfulneſs, 
For all the love he doth to him cxpreſs : 
He will too ( as with men 1ts uſual ) 
Him 1n due time forth unto judgment call, 
And render to him as his works ja!l be 
Rewards and punikments ; as ye may ſee 
All Laws and Governmens are gvarded io, 
By promifivg rc wards, and threatning woe 3 


I: being reaſonable, that the Lord 
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To thoſe that under them do live, as they 
Thoſe laws do eitherkeep or diſobey. 
To what good purpoſe ſhould laws order'd be, 
If they who break them may yer eſcape free; 
And not for any thing they do, ſuſtain 
. Due punithmenc by cther loſs or pain; 

And if th' obſervers thereof be negletted, 

And nothing better he therefore reſpected ? 
Even ſo God who his laws unto man gaye, 
Obſerves too how men do themſelves behave : 
Whether they do ſubmit their necks unto them, 
Believe his ſayings readily to do them ; 

Or whether they the reins to luſt do give, 

And to themſelves and their corruptions live. 
And them accordingly he will reward, 

As they regard him, or him diſregard. 

; See*ſt thou not this diſcovered oftentimes, 
While evil men who do commit great crimes, 
Though they do think themſelves to be ſecurg, 
Are brought moſt heavy judgments to endure ? 
Is not God by his righteous judgments known, 
While wicked men are thereby overthrown 
In their deviſes ? witneſs that great flood, 
Which overflow'd the old World, and which ſtood 
Above the higheſt mountains, when the World 
Which wicked was, was into ruine hurl'd ; 

For thoſe abonunations which they 

Committed ſtubbornly fromday to day ; 

Refuſing by good Noh to be warn'd, 

Yea me 1n him they ſet at naught and ſcorn'd, 

For 1t1s I the Wiſdom and the Word, 

Of the Almighty and eternal Lord, 

Who by my Spirit do dwell in holy men, 

And lead them forth with boldneſs to condemn, 
And fault the Worlds great wickedneſs, becauſe 
They take no heed unto my righteous laws, 
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Tt was my judgment executed 1n- 

Thoſe five great Citics famous for their ſin, 
Sodom and her near nerghbours overthrown, 

By Fire and Brimſtone, ſo as ne*r was known 
Before or ſince; becauſe they caſt away 

My counſels from them, w not me obey, 
The Word and Wiſdom of my Father high, 
Who to the ſons of men do uſe to cry. 

To ſhew them what is right and what 1s wrong, 
What doth to them, and what doth not belong. 
Ny words thoſe finful Cities thruſt away, 

And after ſtrange fleſh vilely went aſtray : 
Pride, idlenefs, and riotous exceſs 

Was in them, and the poor they did oppreſs ; 
And lewdneſs they committed, therefore I 

In flames of Fire from Heaven did make them fry. 
What ſhould I mention Ee)pts haughty King, 
Who proudly my commands away did fling ;

What ſhould I ſpeak of Sal, and Ham, and 
The Jewiſh Nation? for in every Land 

Such monuments of judgment oft have heen, 

In whom and what hefel them, *r may be feen 
That there's a God above, whoſe eyes behold 
The proud who him contemn, and are fo bold 
Fo break his laws, and walk in their own pride. 
Nought can them from his powir/ul vengeance bidt. 
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Whereas on th* other fide He doth protect, 
And ſhew his favour-unto his Elett, 
His worſhippers, all ſuch as do him fear, 
And to my wholeſom connfels do adhere, 
Though He be pleas'd their faith ſometimes to try, 
Them from the droſs of fin to purite, 
And divers ways to exerciſe them, till 
His-gratious purpoſe He on them fulfil ; 
That ſo their vertues might more brightly ſhine, 
And God more fully ſhew his pow'r divine, 
In their ſupport, and in that inward might, 
Wherewith He them indues in the Worlds fight. 

When all the old World, who from me had ſwerv'd 
Was drowned, how was righteous Noe preſerv'd, 
And in an Ark was with his houſhold kepr, 
From that great deluge, which the wicked (wept

Such difference is *twixt righteouſneſs and fon. 

How helpt he Daniel in the Lyons den, 

And him deliver'd, when thoſe very men 
Deſtroy'd were, who devis'd his ruine ? How 
Did he oft help his ſervants when brought low, 
In times of Macchabres, and all along 

When they diſperſed were, and ſuffred-wrong ? 
How helped he the holy men thar dy'd 

In faith of meg whom the World crucift'd, 
Through many Storms and Tempeſts, by the rage 
Of perſecutors rais'd inevery age ? 

For love of me, they willingly did yield 

To Death, ſo as by Death oy won the field. 
Triumphing over every worſt torment, 

That was deviſed by the curſt Serpent, 

And his inraged inſtruments ; until 

By their deaths and their do&rine, they did fill 
The World with fruits, and made proud error fall, 
Before the truth confeſſed by them all, 

For thoſe ſame 1gnominious Deaths and croſſes, 
Thoſe heavy ones, 6 and molt grievous loſſes, 
Whereat the World doth ſtumble, and whereby 
They with the Devil in confederacy, 

Endeavour to affright thee from my Word, 

More comfort and more far afford, 

Then all thoſe pleaſures, and thoſe braveries, 

By which they do bewitch _— mind unwiſe,

Yea 
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Yea many have more peace and Joy expreſt, 

In cruel Deaths through me, then they who reſt 

And quiet in the-World injoy, as far 

As a glow-worm's exceeded by a Star 

Of greateſt magnitude ; ' or by the-Sun 

Which with great glory doth 1ts courſes run. 

Which moved Moſes, though both Learr'd and Wiſe, 
The riches of all Egypt rodeſpiſe, 

And all its pleaſures, to take part with thoſe 
Whoſuff'red great oppreſſions from their foes 

For ſake of me ; becauſe he well perceived 

That greater glory then can be believed 

Is thence received; yea more then can be found, 
From all the beſt injoyments of this Round. 

Who are more honour'd in this World's eſteem, 
Then they who do their life and blood out teem ; 
And many watchings, faſtings, combates great, 
And hardſhips ſuffer, which each hour them, threat, 
To do their Countrey ſervice, or maintain 
Its liberties, or greater rule to gal 
Unto 1t ? and ſhall thoſe, who for the ſake 
Of their moſt high creator, undertake 
His truth and Kingdom to aſſert, be thought 
The only perſons to be ſet at nought ? 

Or be the worſe accounted, becauſe they 

Do many cruel things ſuſtain all day ? 

Are they not therefore far more worthy praiſe, 
For ſuff*ring ſo great things ſo divers ways ; 
The worſt of Deaths and Torments, that the wit 
And malice both of Men and Devils, knit 
Together could deviſe; and bear the ſhame 
Of vileſt imputations for my Name ? 

Shews it nor forth their greater love to me ? 
And is't not meet Iſh © loved be, 

Who for their ſakes my ſtate of glory left, 

And ſuffered my ſelf to be bereft 
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Of all things, even of life ; and to ſuſtain 
The greateſt agonies in Soul, and pain 
In body, even the dreadful curſe to bear, 
of God? moſt righteous Law,becauſe they were 
Thereof the breakers, and thereby concluded 
To be from Gods moſt joyful fight extruded ? 
Is 1t not too, a commendation to 
My perſon and my kingdom, that they ſo 
Dare ſuffer for them ? for therein they ſhow, 
That they ſuch excellencies 1n them know, 
That for the ſake thereof they dv contemn, 
The greateſt miſcheifs can be done to them, 
Rather then be thereof depriv'd ? yea ſure 
The patience too wherewith they do endure 3 
Their gloryings alſo and great joys therein, 
Which often in that caſe expreſt hath been ; 
Unlike to thoſe who ſuffer otherwiſe, 
Some excellency clearly teſtifies 
In what they ſuff'red for ; and that they found 
Some ſuch ſtrong ſatisfattions to abound, 
As nothing 1n this World can them afford, 
But only the Divine power of the Lord. 

And ſure if they who for their Countrey dye, 
With Monuments and Trophies gloriouſly 
Are honour'd ; and the more by how much they 
More willingly, and greater ſuff'rings may 
Have undergone : thoſe ignomintous things 
Which the confeſſion of my do&rine brings, 
Through Sathan's and the World's malice upon 
My followers ( as oft times it hath done ) 
Their glory, and their praiſe eſteemed ſhould be. 
Andſothey are eſteemed too of me 
And of my Father, who will recompence 
Such glory to them, as ſuch patience 
And love to him and me may challenge yea 
According as of us they taken be, 
E 3 
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Of our great grace and favour, who account 
Them worthy of ſuch glories, as ſurmount 
All humane merit, and ( though they do owe 
Such ſervice to vs, yet ) great things beſtow 
By way of recompence z, ſuch as ſurpaſs 
All humane nnderſtanding, as far as 
The Heavens exceed the-Earth, or th* Ocean large 
Exceeds the compaſs of ſome Boat or Barge. 
For *tas the glory of the Majefy 
Of God to give rewards excteding bigh. 
As Kings give gifts liht Kings, and not like thoſt 
Whoſe greateſt riches is a ſuite of cloaths. 
Min. For though the righreous God his judgments now 
Both on the good, and on the bad doth ſhow ; 

Yet they are but a ſmall part of that Doom, 
Which ſhall at length to either of them come. 
A little demonſtration of a Judge, 
And of a jndgment, which ſhall them that grudge 
. Againſt Gods Being and his Providence, 
( Which both of good and bad hath perfe& ſenſe) 
Wholly confute and ſtrike into filence. 
_ AJudge who judgment too doth execute, 
According to mens doings and their fruit. 
But yet that all the Judgments doth not here, 
Paſs upon Good or Bad may hence appear. 

Firſtly, for that all thoſe who wicked be, 
And whoſe great wickedneſs all men may ſee, 
Rece1ve not here condigne puniſhment 
For their offences ; but oft having ſpent 
Their tmes jn vanity, the poor oppreſſing, 
And widdows of their rights too difpoſſeſting ; 
Contemning God, yea who blaſphem'd hrs Name, 
Weomen and Maids defil'd, and in the ſame 
Have gloryed, and many other crimes 
Have perpetrated, yet fc oftentimes

Are taken hence with no ſuch ſtroke as may 
[t evidence that God on them doth lay, 

The puniſhment of their offences great ; 

But they dye quietly in their own ſeat : 
Even as that gluttonons rich man, who far'd 
Deliciouſly each day, and never ſpar'd 

To ſatisfie his luſts, bat yer the 

Suff*red to lye negleGted at his door 3 

Even he his days m pleaſures ſpent, and when 
His time was come to dye, like other men, 
He died, and was buried in grear ſtate; 

So as men could not therein ſee Gods hate. 
Can it be thought the righteons Judge of all, 
Will ſuffer thoſe whom he doth wicked call, 
And againſt whom his wrath's upon record, 
To ſcape unptniſhed and break his word ?
